Additional Backup Information 
 
This contract is for the purchase and installation of electronic access and security systems for the new animal 
shelter currently under construction at the Betty Dunkerley Campus.  These systems will provide electronic access 
to various shelter buildings, burglar/intrusion detection, video surveillance, and monitoring of the fire alarm 
system.
